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MEMORANDUM. 


Changes in the imports and exports of the United Kingdom from year to 
year are usually measured by the changes in the total values of the imports and 
exports respectively as declared by importers and exporters. Such a method of 
measurement does not however distinguish between two classes of changes, viz., 
changes in the volume of trade carried on and changes in the prices of the 
various items which go to make up the import and export trade. 

In the Report on Wholesale and Retail Prices (H. of C. Paper No. 321 of 
1903) an attempt was made to measure the average change in prices of 
commodities consumed in this country by means of the method of Index 
Numbers, and a study of the series of price index numbers thus obtained 
gives, no doubt, a rough idea of the effect of price variations over a series of 
years on the statistics of our foreign trade. This method, however, though 
useful as a first ajDproximation to the correct result, is not very satisfactory, 
owing to the special character of our foreign trade. The imports into this 
country consist mainly of raw materials and foodstuffs, a large proportion even ot 
the articles classed as manufactured consisting of imports destined for subjection 
to further processes of manufacture or for use in industry, aud the proportion of 
fully manufectured goods ready for consumption being comparatively small. 
On the other hand, the British and Irish exports consist mainly of manufiictured 
goods, the principal raw material being coal, which does not figm*e among the 
imports at all, and the proportion of foodstuffs being relativmy low. In the 
circumstances it would be rash to assume that imports and exports have 
changed equally in price and that their average change has been equal to the 
general average change of prices of all commodities consumed in the United 
Kingdom. 

For this reason it has appeared desirable to make an entirely fresh and 
detailed investigation in order to ascertain what would have been the total value 
of both the imports and exports of recent years if the average value of each item, 
separately distinguished, had been that which it bore in some standard year. 

It is proposed to continue the calculation year by year. 


Method of Calculation. 

For the purposes of this enquiry the year 1900 has been selected for the 
standard year and the results given for each subsequent year. The results Mve, 
for the present, been calculated for the im]X)rts and for the exports of British and 
Irish produce only, but in subsequent years it is proposed that the re-exports oi 
Foreign and Colonial produce shall be calculated in the same way._ ibe results 
for 1900-1904 have been based on the completed figures given in the Annual 
Statement of the Trade of the United Kingdom, but those for 190o being based 
on the Monthly Accounts of Trade and Navigation— m which the figures are 
subject to correction and in which the number of iterns sep^ately ^s^gmshed 
is considerably less than in the Annual Statement of the Trade of the L m e 
Kingdom — are necessarily of a more provisional characte^ It is not, however, 
anticipated that the final results when calculated will differ to any appreciable 
extent from those here given. 

Owing to tte fact that for a certain number of articles only the value and 
not the quantities of the imports or exports are given m the Accounts, a certain 
element of estimate necessarily enters into the calculahon and ^ will be 
desirable to say a few words here as to the method of estima ewe s i 

adopted. 
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In the first place the following statement shows the results of direct 
calculation applied to imports and exports of which average values can be stated 
in each year, and the value of the remaining imports and exports in respect of 
which some method of estimating has to be employed.

We might of course simply assume that the average values of the articles 
included in the final column above increased or decreased in the same proportion 
as the articles included in the two preceding columns. For a large propoition 
of manufactured articles, a closer approximation can be arrived ^ 
assimilating the articles included in the final column to the gi’oup to wmcn 
they belonged or to some sufficiently allied group. It has, for instance, b^n 
assumed that the prices of manufactured iron and steel whei*e not ascertmnab e 
have changed proportionately to the ascertained prices of the great bulk of t e 
iron and steel manufactures. Similarly for manufactures of other metals, cotton 
manufactures, woollen manufactures, other textile manufactures, chemicals ^ 
leather manufactures ; whilst in the case of machinery it has been assumed t a 
the change of price has been proportionate to the change of prices of the ircm an 
steel group. When this method of assimilation has been carried out as iar as 
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practicable, the remainino- articles forin u mu(.-.li smaller proportion of the total 
(viz,, only about 5 per cent, of imports, and lu per cent, of exports). They 
include a small quantity of articles of food and drink and raw materials, articles 
sent by parcels post, and a few minor gi-oups of manufactured articles, in respect 
of which there does not se(Mii any special reason for assimilating them to any 
paiticular group whose changes of prices are known. For this residuum whose 
price variations can in any case only affect the total values of the imports or 
exports to a very slight d(!gi*ee, nothing remains but to make the assumption 
indicated above, viz:., that tlieir average value has varied proportionately with 
that of all other articles.

It will be observed that as measured in terms of the prices of 1900 both 
imports and British and Irish exports have increased yearly in value and that 
the increase has been considerably greater on the w’hole than is indicated by the 
figures of declared values hitherto published, the iucrease in the imports being 
from 523 to 572 millions instead of from 523 to 565 millions sterling, and the 
increase in British and Irish exports from 291 to 359 millions instead of from 
291 to 330 millions. 


It may be convenient to express these results as percentages of the figures 
for 1900, and this is done in the following statement, where the figure 100 
represents the values of imports and of exports in 1900 :

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Thus wheD we eliminate the effect of price variations, imports are seen to 
have increased in volume by 9 per cent, in fo'e years, and the British and Irish 
exports by 23 per cent. The declared values in the same time have increased 
by 8 per cent, in the case of the imports and by 13 per cent, in the case of the 
British and Irish exports.

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TABLES. 


NOTE. 

The attached Tables show the results for each of the pi-incipal groups into 
which the imports and British and Irish exports are divided. The Tables 
relating to imports form Part L, and those relating to British and Irish exports 
form Part II. of these Tables. In each Part the first Table gives the declared 
value of all articles in each group, which being given by quantity as well as by 
value in the Annual Statement of Trade for 1900 adrhit of an average value 
being calculated. The second Table gives the value of articles included in the 
previous Table calculated on the basis of the average values of 1900. The 
totals in these Tables correspond to the figures given in the first Summary 
Table in the Memorandum. The third Table gives the total declared values of 
all articles in each group ; and the fourth Table the total estimated value of all 
such articles calculated on the basis of the average values of 1900. The totals 
in these two Tables accordingly correspond to the figures given in the second 
Summary Table in the Memorandum. 

Although the groups into which imports aud exports are divided in these 
Tables are in the main identical with those in the published Annual Statements 
of Trade, so that the totals in Table III. of each Part are nearly the same as 
those published in the Annual Statements, it has not been found possible to 
keep them absolutely identical. This arises from the fact that various revisions 
have been made from time to time in the classification of articles included in 
each group in the Annual Statement ; articles in one group in an earlier year 
being classed in other groups in later years, or being divided up or re-arranged 
and re-distributed among the different groups. 

It is clear that, for the purposes of this calculation, it is desirable that the 
elements of each group should so far as possible remain constant throughout 
the period over which the calculation extends. This has not been possible in 
every case, and as a result the attached classification may be considered as 
representing a compromise between the classification employed in each year in 
the Annual Statement of Trade and a classification which remains absolutely 
constant throughout. A comparison of the figures in Table III. in each Part 
with the Tables published in the Annual Statement of Trade for 1904 and the 
Monthly Accounts of Trade and Navigation for 1905 will show that the 
divergencies axe for the most part of no great importance. For the year 1900 
the figures given in Table III. in each Part are absolutely identical with those 
given in the Annual Statement of Trade. 

In order not to delay the publication of the results unnecessarily the 
calculations for 1905 have been based on the preliminary figures published in 
the Monthly Accounts of Trade and Navigation for December, 1905.
